CHILD WELFARE PRIZES. 

Kansas Rewards For Towns That Are 

Best For Children. 
To interest the residents of Kansas 
in child welfare work prizes have 
been offered to third class towns 
which are the boat for child rearing. 
The content was arranged only re- 
cently, and already more than 300 
towns have entered. 

The contest Is being conducted by 
Professor W. A. McKeever, head of 
the child welfare department at the 
University of Kansas. He had charge 
of a similar contcut last year, when 
W. R. Stubbs, former governor, of- 
fered a prise of $1,000 to the city of 
the second class which showed the 
most Improvement In child welfaro 
work and was found by competent 
Judges to be the best town of that 
class in Kansas In which to rear chil- 
dren. Wlnflcld won that prize, and 
Independence received second honors. 

The state Is furnishing each city 
with a copy of the findings ot the 
commission that picked that winner 
In the former contest, so that the 
towns will know the points upon 
which the scoring will be baaed.
